Chicago .—Chicago ’s mo unted po lice 
squa d and the 
cro ssing 
po licemen 
g ua rding the btreet co rners 
in 
the 
busin ess district sho w up well in co m­ 
pariso n with the po lice o f o ther cit­ 
ies. acco rding to Alderman Henry D. 
Capitain, who has just returned fro m 
a trip thro ugh New Yo rk, Philadelphia 
an d Bo sto n. 
“ After 1 have seen the way o ther 
large cities handle 
their cro wds, 
I 
m ust say Chicago is far ahead o t 
them, and o ur 
po licemen 
deserve 
g re at credit,” he said. 
“Fro m the o bservatio ns 1 made in 
the great cities visited in the east 1 
ha v e co me to the 
co nclusio n 
that 
mo unted po lice used to guard traffic in 
co ng ested districts have pro ved a suc­ 
cess. 
Chicago was right in ado pting 
th is plan, and altho ugh o ther cities 
ha v e been slo w' to fo llo w, as all o f the 
cities we visited rely entirely o n men 
o n fo o t to guide traffic, I think they 
■will fall in line so o ner o r later. 
W hile unsparing in his wo rds 
o f 
pra ise o f the wo rk acco mplished by 
the lo ca l mo unted po lice, the city fa­ 
ther div ided ho no rs equally with the 
cro ssing blueco at 
who 
blo ws the 
whistle which starts the cars, auto mo ­ 
biles, wago ns and cro wds mo ving in 
o ne directio n, and said neither o verlap 
the o ther, but augments the o ther’s 
efficiency . 
“I was surprised to see,” the alder- ; 
ma n co ntinued, “that in a city as large 
as New Yo rk the co rner po liceman . 
w'a s no t pro vided with a whistle as a 
fig ure o f autho rity fo r the traffic to 
reco g nize. No r in any o f the o ther 
cities visited have they so lved this 
impo rtan t pro blem by the use o f a 
whistle. 
“In New Yo rk, fo r instance, the j 
po liceman starts the traffic by an arm 
mo tio n, which is so inadequate that 
It is reflected In the little attentio n 
the public pay s to him. 
“ In Bo sto n so me o f the streets are 
bo narro w that frequently o ne is used 
as an avenue fo r traffic go ing in o ne 
directio n, while an entirely different 
street has to be used by the traffic go ­ 
ing in the o ppo site directio n. So me o f 
these streets are o nly wide eno ugh 
to admit the passago 
o f a 
single 
wa g o n. 
“Particularly was I o n the lo o ko ut 
fo r the way auto mo bile 
regulatio ns 
were enfo rced in o ther cities. 
Chi­ 
ca g o is &heivd o f New Yo rk in this 
respect, to o , I think. 
There they do 
s o t seem to r< gulate them as well as 
here. 
In fact, it seemed to me that 
an auto mo bile was especially favo red 
by the po licemen, as I witnessed them 
run n in g in and o ut in all directio ns. 
BOme a t high speed that wo uld call 
fo r an immediate arrest here, and the 
New Yo rk po lice failed to act. 
“ The chauffeurs and o wners running 
ca rs seem to have no regard, in my 
o pinio n, fo r the rights o f pedestrians 
Actua lly , 1 saw mo re narro w escapes 
thro ug h co llisio ns in o ne day in New 
Yo rk tha n I wo uld see here in two 
w eeks.”

Mr. Keepfer believes that the fish can

bro ught fro m Siam and landed 
in this co untry witho ut difficulty 
in 
large fresh-water tanks, no twithstand­ 
ing the lo ng distance which they have 
to be carried. 
Mr. Keepfer believes tHat In a few 
y ears all edible flsh will be so ld alive, 
and that his ex perimen t will bring 
abo ut means by which scientists will 
enable dealers to sell fish alive at the 
do o r o f every ho useho lder, and by 
this means eliminate a great deal o r 
sickness fro m pto main e po iso ning

very much like 
the

co rn 
whisky befo re it is distilled 
While it Is no t ex pected to beco me 
fashio nable at city bars,

Fo r y ears the go vern­ 
ment has bo ught live salmo n upo n the 
go o d ey e o f a veteran fisherman, who 
to o k a squint at each flsh and then 
put do wn in his bo o k what he guessed 
to 
be 
the 
right 
weight. 
The bills 
were paid acco rdingly 
tho usands o f 
do llars. 
Every y ear the go vernment 
buy s 
fro m 500 to 1,000 
live 
salmo n 
fo r 
breeding fro m the weir o wners o n the 
Buckspo rt, Vero na, Orland and Peno b­ 
sco t sho res. 
The price paid is the 
market rate, fro m 20 to 30 cents a 
po und, with 60 cen ts bo nus fo r each 
flsh fo r the tro uble o f keeping them 
alive. 
To get at the ex act weight o f a 
live salmo n is practically impo ssible, 
fo r it is very delicate wo rk at best 
in dipping them fro m the “po und” In 
the weirs to the “car.” which is an 
o ld do ry filled with water, carefully 
lined with co tto n flannel and co vered 
with a netting, which is co vered o ut­ 
side with canvas 
The utmo st cautio n 
is necessary , fo r in the spring the 
salmo n is strangely delicate. 
So it is 
that weighing them Is entirely o ut 
o f the questio n. 
The go vernment has fo r y ears hired 
a 
veteran 
fisherman 
to 
make 
the 
ro unds o f the weirs o n the little po w­ 
er bo at and keep acco unt o f the fish 
All the man had to go by was his 
judgment, 
but 
he co uld 
tell 
by 
a 
glance at a fish, even in the semi­ 
darkness o f the car, abo ut what it 
wo uld weigh 
ten, twelve, fo urteen o r 
perhaps six teen o r eighteen po unds. 
It was guessing, but by y ears o f ex pe­ 
rience in handling fish he co uld guess 
very near. 
At any rate, his guessing 
was accepted fo r y ears by the fisher­ 
men who so ld the tish, as well as by 
the go vernment. 
Perhaps the go vernmen t o fficials in 
Washingto n didn’t appro ve o f pay ing 
o ut m o n ey by guess. 
Whatever may 
have been the co nclusio n, the go vern­ 
ment guesser has lo st his jo b. 
Here­ 
after twelve po unds will be the fix ed 
weight o f every salmo n paid fo r. 
It 
may weigh eight po unds o r it may 
weigh twenty po unds, but the fisher­ 
men are to be paid fo r a twelve- 
po und fish and no m o re no r less. This 
weight Is belo w- the average, as the 
fish run, but, o f co urse, the fisherman 
ts no t o bliged to sell an eighteen o r 
twenty po under at the twelve-po und 
baslH to the go vernment unless he 
cho o ses. H e can send it to the mar­ 
kets. 
The go vernment is buy ing 1.000 flsh 
this y ear, which, at the twelvepo un d 
standard, will co st fro m $3 to $3,50 
a fish.

o ld. and was still in the river service 
at the time o f his death. 
He daily ex ­ 
pected a call to take o ut the go vern­ 
ment to wto o at Xo ko rnis. 
He 
aro se 
early and dressed. 
A little later his 
wrife went to his ro o m and fo und him 
ly ing dead o n his bed. 
He died as he 
o ften had said he wished to die, “in 
the harn ess.” 
Captain Blx by ’s fame 
rests 
upo n 
the writing o f a cub pilo t, o ne o f the 
many 
y o uths 
he 
taught—Samuel 
Clemens (Mark Twain). 
He made an 
epic o f the day s he spent with Bix by 
and the pilo t’s 
n ame 
was 
kno w'n 
thro ugho ut the w’o rld. 
Captain Bix by 
received hun dreds o f letters 
fro m 
strangers 
who 
knew 
him 
so lely 
thro ugh Mark Twain's bo o ks. 
This 
became distasteful to him, and dur­ 
ing late y ears he had avo ided all men­ 
tio n o f Mark Twain ’s name. 
The six ty -six y ears Captain Bix by 
spent in the pilo t ho use marked the 
gro wth and gradual decline o f steam­ 
bo at day s o n the Mississippi an d Ohio 
rivers. 
While pilo t o n the Misso uri 
river in 1856-58 his bo at w’o uld be 
sto pped by buffalo herds cro ssin g the 
river o ne day and by Sio ux warrio rs 
the nex t. 
In the Civil w\ar he was chief pilo t 
fo r the Unio n fleet besieging Vicks­ 
burg and Memphis. 
He alway s held 
the Unio n victo ry at Memphis due to 
the info rmatio n he gave Co mmo do re 
Fo o te. 
Later, as a principal sto ck­ 
ho lder and co mman der o f the finest 
steambo ats 
in the Ancho r 
service, 
Captain Bix by was kno wn the lencth 
o f the Mississippi. 
He ran the City 
o f Alto n when it made 
the 
single 
trip reco rd o f $70,000 clear. 
On the decline o f river co mmerce 
he entered go vernmen t service. 
Captain Bix by was pilo t o f the Paul 1 
Jo n es abo ut 1856, when Samuel Clem- | 
ens became his pupil. 
Clemens then 
gathered material later used fo r his 
“Life o n the 
Mississippi.” 
Years 
later, after he wo n literary fame, he 
made a trip fro m St. Lo uis to New 
Orleans with Captain Bix by , and o nly 
a few y ears ago was his guest in St. 
Lo uis.

A flock of 2,000 sheep was di­

The old town mill at N ew London, 
Conn., was built by Gov. Jo h n Win- 
throp, the founder of N ew London, in 
1651. 
The stream on w hich 
it 
was 
built was called M ill rive r, although 
scarcely deservii g to be called a river. 
It is still, however, considerable of a 
stream and still turns the great over­ 
shot wheel that runs the m ill to grind 
the town corn, for the m ill is still in 
operation and grinds the corn in the 
same p rim itive fashion of 
twro cen­ 
turies ago. 
The shadowy, rocky glen 
in which it is situated has no appear­ 
ance of ever having been 
disturbed 
since 
the 
founder’s time, 
and 
one 
could scarcely im agine that the glen 
was more wild 
or 
p rim eval or 
its 
gloom more deep when the first few 
inhabitants of the town assembled in 
1651 to build the dam than it is at 
present. 


That monopolies 
are 
not of 
the 
present day alone is told by the fol­ 
lowing, taken from the history of New 
London. 
W hen Gov. Jo h n W inthrop 
built his m ill this clause was incorpo­ 
rated in the bargain: 
“ F a rth e r it is 
agreed that no person or persons shall 
set up any other m ilne to grind corn 
for the town of 
Pequett (now 
New 
London) w ithin the lim its of the town 
either for the present or the future so 
long as Jo h n W in th ro p or his heirs 
do uphold a milne to grind the town 
corn.” 


The m ill being a m onopoly could not 
fail of becoming a grievance. 
It soon 
became insufficient for a grow ing com­ 
m unity. 
It was leased to other par­ 
ties and they failing to 
satisfy 
the 
townspeople, «a com plaint w as made to 
the courts “ that they word not. duly 
served and were much dam ifled there­ 
by.” and In 1712 the 
m onopoly 
was 
broken and other m ills built.

The giant organ cactus gives a pic­ 
turesque setting to the desert region 
of 
western 
Mexico. 
These 
thorny 
species of vegetation often tower to 
heights of 20 to 40 feet, their sym ­ 
m etrical columns 
rising 
upward 
in 
clusters, giving the tree a unique and 
attra ctive appearance. 
This partieu 
lar cactus Is of very slow growth, and 
some of the trees In the Pacific coast 
country of Mexico are said to be sev­ 
eral hundred years old. 
The trunk 
Is often three or four feet ifi diam eter 
and the limbs to w hich the columns of 
thorny branches are attached extend 
outw ard In a regu lar and well formed 
fashion. 
To 
the 
n a tive 
Mexicans 
this cactus is often food and drink as 
w ell as fuel. 
Th e m ore tender 
por­ 
tions of the plant contain a bountiful 
supply of pure w ater which may be 
had by tapping or cutting them, and 
each season they bear large quantities 
of edible food. 
The tru nk makes good 
fuel and is often used for that pur­ 
pose.

most u n iversal silence 
w h ich 
per­ 
vades the region, are im p ressive to a 
degree. 
Th e rock shown in the pho­ 
tograph has been 
called 
W a g n e r’s 
Cap, as having a resem blance, 
from 
some view points, to 
the 
cap 
w ith 
w hich the fam ous com poser, in por­ 
traits or m arble 
busts,

W a g n e r’s Cap Is said to 
show, from various angles, seven dif­ 
ferent d istin ct outlines of hum an or 
anim al faces. In the strange and cu ri­ 
ous sha(>es assumed by the rocks in 
this d istrict the Indians found a su­ 
pernatural Influence and m any are th© 
explanatory m yths.

these states has reached the outside i 
world. 
Consequently it has been g* n- j 
erally believed that conditions in the 
south of Mexico were greatly improv­ 
ed and that the situation was again ap- i 
proachlng the normal. 
The greater i 
publicity given the movements of Gen- I 
eral Orozco and his chieftains has con- : 
centrated attention upon his forces i s 
the 
principal disturbing clement in j 
Mexico, 
The contrary, however, is true. Rob- , 
bery and pillaging arc going on con­ 
stantly in the southern states, with j 
practically nothing done to put a stop | 
to it. 
Cruelties of the most fiendish 
nature are being practiced by the out­ 
laws and the government forces alike, j 
The most horrible tales arc being told I 
of butchery and mutilations and tor­ 
tures, few of which are r* aching the j 
general public, either in Mexico or the J 
United States. 
The entire south* rn 
half of Mexico, it is stated, is falling j 
info a state of chaos and anarchy tar j 
worse than anything that has occurred 
in the northern part of tlie republic. 
The blame for the situation is laid j 
ohicily at the door of the Mexican gov- | 
eminent. 
Shis of omission u*»on tho 
part of the Madero administration are j 
said to he the chief cause of the de- j 
generation of the authority of Die na- j 
tional government. 
After nearly two I 
years of turmoil, the Mexican officials i 
are said to be showing a coldness and 
indifference to the situation in which j 
the government, is placed which lias 
proved shocking and amazing to all j 
Americans, officials and private citi- j 
zens alike 
The policy of the Madero 
government in the south of Mexico is 
declared to he neither aggressive nor 
energetic. 
It is charged that no long- j 
or does ihe Mexican government lake j 
the trouble to promise to bestir Itself, i 
that it has grown so callous to com­ 
plaints as almost totally to disregard j 
them. 
It is this inaction on the part of the I 
gov*iument which is causing the eon- j 
corn in th*- Washington administra- j 
rion. 
In the event of the further de- 
generation of the federal authority j 
there 
will 
he absolutely nobody to 
which the United States can look for 
affording protection to the life and 
property of its citizens, and no one 
who can be held responsible for any­ 
thing that is done, 
if there is no one 
trying to exert the federal authority 
in the disordered regions, it is con­ 
sidered that the situation will be much 
more menacing from the United States 
point of view than would he the case 
if tiie established government were 
doing its utmost to preserve order, 
even though failing in its efforts, 
it 
is these 
oonsnlfrations which have 
now caused President Taft to take a 
much 
graver view 
of the situation 
than has been commonly supposed.
